. WASUPTGTOX, OctV'is.—In tlie Supremo 
Court JusUco Bradley .delivered the decision 
of the United States'vs. Samuel D. Single- 
ton, involving the'constitutionality of .the 
net of Congress of March 1, 1875, entitled: 
"An act to protect all citizens in their civil 
and legal rights." lie decided that the first- 
anil second sections of the act aro unconsti- 
tutional. Justice Bradley took the ground- 
that the scope of tho Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth Amendments did 
not extend to 


tho social privileges sought to be guar- 
anteed 
by the legislation 
in question. 


The court was unanimous -with the excep- 
tion of Justice Harlan, who 'said that under 
ordinary circumstances he would be slow to 
oppose his individual judgment to his col- 
leagues, but this decision defeated what tho 
people intended to secure and supposed that 
they had secured, and hence ho must dis- 
sent from the opinion. He had not had 
time to formulate his views, however, and 
w.ould now therefore merely announce his 
dlaeent - Quite a number of prominent law- 
yers wore within .the bar to listen to t!m'-' 
opinion, includingllie Attorney-General and 
Senators Bayard and Giu-Iaiid. 


Tho decision will apply to the five civil 


rights cusre In that court based on the first 
and second sections of the Civil-Tlights act. 
of March 1, 'IS75. They nro respectively 
prosecutions under tho act for not admitting 
certain colored persons to equal accommo- 
dations and privileges in Inns and hotels, in 
railroad cars and theaters. .Tlio court holds, 
as stated, that Congress had no constitution- 
al authority to pass the sections in question 
under cither tho Thirteenth or Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution. The de- 
cision, however, is held to apply only to the 
validity ol tl)o law in the States and not hi 
tlie Territories or District of Columbia, 
where the legislative power of Congress is 
unlimited. 
The decision is based on the ground that 


In passing the act Congress usurped the 
power which belongs CNdiisively to tho Stale 
Legislatures. Tho Thirtoi-:itli and Four- 
teenth Amendments give : i . > power to Con- 
gress, because the former only relates to 
slavery, which it abolishes, having nothing- 
to do with dilterent races or colors, and Uiu 
latter is prohibitory upon the Status only, 
and forbids them from making certain law. 
If they do make them, Congress is empow- 
ered to make laws to counteract their effect, 
and this is all the law Congress is able to 
nikku on tlie subject, It has:io authority to 
directly legislate upon it. 


Fred Douglass, when asked what l)o 


thought of the decision, said: " It is dis- 
heartening, and I'regard it as a stop back- 
ward. The result will be mischievous. At 
the close of the war, aud in view of the 
services rendered by colored men, there was 
a disposition on the part of the country to 
concede to them complete citizenship and 
c<ii:al civil right.-;
